Subject: —Import of machinery, components thereof, equipment, other commodities 
and raw materials from the U.S. under -A.I.D, Non-Project Loam 

No. 4 -fTC(PN)/ 66 .— Attention of importers is invited to the Ministry of Com* 
merce Public Notice No. 27-lTC(PN)/65 dated the 14th April 1905 as amended from 
time to time setting out the conditions applicable to Import Licences issued from 
the 1st April 1965 onwards against U.S. AID Non-Project Loans. 

2. The following further amendments to the aforesaid Public Notice No. 27-ITC 
(PN)/65 dated the 14th April, 1965 are notified: — 

In the Appendix: 

(1) for the existing provisions in clause (XVI) relating to Marine Insurance 
substitute revised provisions as hereunder: — 

"Marine Insurance may be eilected either with U.S. or Indian Insurance 
Companies. In resRect of insurance cover with Indian Insurance 
Companies, the insurance premium shall be payable in rupees”. 
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(il) in clause (XVII) relating to Insurance claims; 

for the words "Insurance Companies” occurring in two placeB in the first 
sentence of this clause substitute the words "U.S, Insurance Com- 
panies”. 

Subject)— Inclusion of items under the Export Promotion Scheme for Lead Slip for 
Pencils. 

No. 5 -ITC(PN)/ 66 .—Attention is invited to Item No. 7 of Annexure II to Appen¬ 
dix 23 of the ITC Policy Book for the period April ’ 1905—March ’ 66, vide Public 
Notice No. 56-ITC(PN)/03, dated the 22nd July, 1965. 

2. It has been decided to alow impo. t of (i) Methyl Cellulose and its Salts; (ii) 
mutton Tallow; and (ill) Titanium Dioxide (Rutile) againBt the export of Lead 
Slips in addition to the items already allowed against item No. 7 of Annexure II 
to Appendix 23 of the current Red Book. 

3. The above mentioned Items will be allowed import within the overall import 
entitlement of 75% of f.o.b. export value admissible at present to the extent these 
are actually used in the manufacture of the exported product (Lead Slip) in con¬ 
sultation with the Dte, General of Technical Development. 

4. These instructions will be applicable in respect of exports made on or after 
1st October, 1965.
